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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 112 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U S C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The term "smaller pipe" in claims 1-2, 9-10 and 17-18 is a relative term which renders the 
claim. indefinite. The term "smaller" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. It is not clear that the smaller pipe is in 
the length or in the diameter. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said distal end" in line 4. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said internal pipe" in line 6. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

In claim 9, at last line should be changes to - - . - -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S. C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Reasons For Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

None of the prior art discloses or suggests a process of premeditating deposits within a 
pipeline by inserting a removable smaller diameter pipe than the pipeline having an electrically 
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insulating coating on and a contactor proximate to distal end of the smaller pipe and flowing an 
electrical current along the internal wall of the smaller pipe through the contactor and along the 
wall of the pipeline to generate heat within the smaller pipe. 

The closest cited prior art Costa Filho (5,289,561) discloses a uniform heating system of 
flexible pipeline, wherein heat is produced by the circulation of the electrical current through the 
metallic armoring of the pipeline. The metallic armoring is part of the pipeline, wherein the 
instant process uses a removable smaller diameter pipe for flowing electrical current and to 
generate heat.
